At the same time he said: “Far 
better risk a war of possible anni- 
hilation than grasp a peace which 
would be the certain extinction of 
free man’s ideas and ideals.”

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Superhighways—at No Cost 


_The self-liquidating highway idea rap- 
idly is taking hold all over the country. 

The New York Legislature has just set 
up an authority to construct and operate 
a’ $500,000,000 superhighway over the route 
from New York City to Buffalo. 

A short time ago Texas made. provision 
for a toll turnpike between Dallas and 
Houston. | 

' Pennsylvania and other States have 
had notable success with self-liquidating 
highways. 

Probably no State has highWays in 
worse shape than Georgia. At the same 
time other pressing needs — education, 
‘health and others—preclude the possibil- 
ity of the State itself spending the huge 
sums necessary tc build and maintain a 
first-rate highway system. _ 

It is to be regretted that a move to 
create a State Turnpike Authority, em- 
powered to build and operate a super- 


highway through Georgia, was not acted 
upon at the jast session of the General 
Assembly. Some progress was made, how- 
ever, in that the Coastal Highway Com- 
mission was authorized to build a self-liq- 
uidating highway and bridges along the 
Coastal route. 

Georgia is falling behind in this novel 
but effective way of getting excellent 
highways without disgorging the public 
treasury. Highway users have demon- 
strated over and over again that they are 
willing to pay for good roads. And the 
toll road is an ideal answer to the prob- 
lem faced by our State, which needs good 
through highways to attract tourists but 
which must put the limited funds avail- 
able to more urgent purposes. 

Let the legislators sound out the peo- 
ple on the idea during the campaign. We 
don’t believe they will find objection to 
getting excellent through-ways at no cost 
to the taxpayers. 


The Merit System Preserved

Appoint---Don't Elect---Our School Men 


It was probably to have been expected 
that the Georgia Association of School Su- 
perintendents,/Board Members and Trus- 
tees would vote against a proposed GEA 
resolution to have county school. superin- 
tendents named by local boards rather 
than elécted by the people, as at present. 

Indeed, it was something of a miracle 
that the vote was no more than 13.to 10 
against, the status quo having a natural 
advantage and self-preservation being the 
eternal and ubiquitous factor which it is. 

Georgia’s county school superintend- 


ents, by and large, are a likable lot and 
possessed of many friends, as the very 
fact they hold their offices demonstrates. 
But the question is one to be considered 
on the basis of principles rather than per- 
sonalities. 


It is patent that the scholastic caliber 
of these important offices could be im- 
proved if they were removed from politi- 
eal domination and the major emphasis 
placed on the qualifications of the.appli- 
cant rather than his vote-getting ability.

TEL AVIV, Israel—About 55 years ago a small 
girl, about three and a half years old, watched in 
half-understanding fear while her father piled 

the furniture against the door of their small house in Kiev, Russia. 
She did not quite know what her parents meant when they whis- 
pered about a pogrom, but she knew fear. It was the first thing 
she remembered. 

Later on she came to America with her immigrant parents. 
They settled in Milwaukee. There she went to school, graduated, 
worked in the public library, taught school. 

In 1921 she came to Palestine, remembering that night when 
she was not yet four and the furniture against the door. She 
wanted to work for a country to which the oppressed might come 
and have a home. She entered a settlement farm and did the 
hard, grinding work of it. 

Today that child, teacher, dreamer and worker has become 

Golda Meyerson, Minister of Labor of Israel, the country which her 
fear, her dream, her sweat and her mind helped create. 
Team About the same number of years ago, in Poland, a young 
; boy picked up dreams from listening to his elders talk 
about’ a country where they could have a home free from fear of 
violence and discriminations. 

Today that boy is’ David Hacohen, Deputy Mayor of Haifa, 
Israel’s beautiful seaport city, and one of the political and industrial 
leaders of the new country. I also think he is one of the great, 
deeply honest, sincere men I have met, as | believe Golda Meyerson 
to be one of the great women of her time. 

They, as Minister 6f Labor and leader of the majority political 
party, Mapai, have heaviest upon them the problem of this new, 
dramatic, feverish and expanding new country—Israel. 

Influx Its population has tncreased by more than 370,000 persons 

—immigrants from more than 20 countries speaking as 
many. languages—in less than two years. Its total population is 
little more than 1,000,000. 

Immigration continues at the rate of about 12,000 per month. 
Plans were ready to take about 90,000 this year—1950. A budget 
was being strained to. meet it. Hope was, and is, high of the 


. United Jewish Appeal drive in America. 


Then came the news. Iraq notified.Israel she would permit all 
her Jewish residents who wished to migrate to Israel to do so—and 
that of the approximate 150,000 such at least 70,000 to 100,000 
wanted to come. 

That meant that instead of 90,000 new citizens this year Israel 
will receive possibly, and without doubt, about 160,000, probably 
more. It could go to 250,000. And may. 

It is easy to figure what that does to a budget. 

Housing Israel is building housing fast. In the last six months 
of 1949 she built 39,000 houses, most of them small. 
She has planned 50,000 for 1950. 

That looked like a good dent in the need. But, with at least 
160,000 new persons coming—not 70,000—the housing plan for 1950 
now seems pitifully smail. Before the news from Iraq the nation 
needed 70,000 rooms and had 50,000 blue-printed and budgeted. 
Last year was a terrific year. A total of 247,000 néw immigrants 
arrived in that yéar. They are coming by the thousands every 
month. 

That creatés a camp problem. There are 19 immigrant camps 
where: the many persons from many lands are received, medically 
examined, and housed in barracks and tents. There are today 8&4,- 
000 persons in such camps. The conditions are not all desirable. 
The people are fed enough and they are gaining in weight and 
health. Infant morality is far below what it was in their respective 
homes. Education of the young and instruction for the adults, is 
carried on. Yet, the authorities frankly admit the time immigrants 
must refnain in camp is too long. It averages about five to six 
months. As fast as homes are provided they are moved out. But 
the intake is faster than the outgo. And the immigrants are coming. 

“Our two great headaches are houses and jobs,” 
Headaches says Golda Meyerson. “The camps breed dis- 
content and discouragement, especially among the less informed 
and those who are so illiterate they are unable to understand well 
what is told them. But, once out they fit in well. Thank God we 
have had enough medical supervision to keep down illness and 
epidemics—although we live with worry. 

“We need investments here and such investments will make 
money, if well planned. The government will make concessions to 
any businessman. Americans are about the only ones who can do 
this. Their currency is not blocked! Those in European countries 
who are willing canmot take their money out to invest elsewhere. 

' “Sometimes,” she sighed, “I think American businessmen don’t 
understand what foreign exchange means. They don’t have to 
understand. But,-they can’t understand that today—the entire 
world is dependent on having not a france, a lire, or a pound, but a 
dollar. We had one builder who came to us and wanted to build 
houses. We said to him here is .he land. It is yours. What else 
do you want? He told us and we gave him that. Then he wanted 
us to pay him $25,000,000 in cash to build them and pay him in 
dollars.” She smiled wryly. “If we had the $25,000,000,” she said, 
“we would build them ourselves. We want people to invest their 
money here and make a profit, and not wish to take it all out in 
dollars every month.” .

Sen. Tait's Fears Are Unfounded 


WASHINGTON—In leading the opposition to congressional approval of the Lodge-Gossett con- 
stitutional amendment to do away with the outmoded electoral college system of electing Presi- 
dents, Sen. Robert A. Taft, of Ohio, is concerned more with copjectural possibilities than the actual 


facts of history. 

He seems to be guided entirely by the fear 
that the Democrats would gain some advantage 
by the change because of the lack of an effective 
two-party system in the South. While other 


States were dividing their electoral votes, as pro- 


posed under the amendment, he is afraid that the 
Solid South would remain solid—for the Demo- 
crats. 

On this point he is not at all persuaded by 
the argument of supporters of the amendment 
that doing away with the system of casting a 
State’s electoral vote in a block would contribute 
much to the building up of the two parties in the 
so-called solid States, particularly in the South, 
where the Democrats have held sway for a num- 
ber of years. As it is, there is little inducement 
for Republicans to go to the polls in the South- 
ern States in’ national election years. 


Consequently, most Republicans below 
- the Mason and Dixon Line do not even trou- 
ble te vote. But if you had a system where- 
by every vote counted in the division of a 
State’s electoral vote, then that would be 
a different proposition—a real inducemént 
. for the Republicans to get out their people. 
For under the Lodge-Gossett amendment, of 
course, the electoral vote of every State 
would be split up in accordance with the 
percentage of popular votes polled by the 
leading presidential candidates. 


In seeking to protect the Republican Pariy 


from some fancied disadvantage it would suffer 


under the amendment, Sen. Taft is yet willing 
to. continue a system which gives a special ad- 
vantage to his own State and others in the big 


_ pivotal category in the Selection of major party 


candidates for President. As this system works 
out, it is virtually impossible to nominate for 
President a man from one of the smaller States, 
regardless of his merit or fitness for the office. 


Both major parties have found it expedi- 
ent to go to the big pivotal States for their 
presidential candidates because it'is impor- 
tant to pick someone who stands a good 
chance of carrying the State with its large 
block of electoral votes. Look at the record 
of the past. 50 years, for example. Of the 
nine Presidents who have served since the 
turn of the century, more than half of them, 
or five, te be exact, have come from New 
a and Ohio, two of our largest pivotal 

es. 


Also, of the 27 major party presidential candi- 
dates since 1900, 15 of them—counting Theodore 
Roosevelt as a major party nominee in 1912— 
have come from the same two States. Again this 
is more than half. 

Here are two States of the Union which, be 
cause of their large pivotal character, have en- 
joyed something of a monopoly of the major 
party presidential candidates. Obviously, that 
is grossly unfair to the other 46 States of the 
country. While merit undoubtedly had some 
thing to do with the selection of many of them, 
most of them were chosen simply because they 
came. from New York or Ohio, States with sizable 
blocks of electoral votes which might swing 
either way in the election. 

As a leading candidate himself for the GOP 


fomination in 1952, it is all right, as Sen. Taft 


Sees it, for his State to continue to hold an ad- 
vantage in providing presidential timber. He 
naturally would be reluctant to give up this 
preferred position he holds by coming from Ohio 
because if the State’s electoral vote were sub- 
ject to division between the two parties his can- 
didacy would be less appealing. 

Hence he is willing to set up some fancied 
disadvantage to his party as an excuse for retain- 
ing the political advantage to himself and his 


State, which will go with retaining the obsolete 
present system of electing Presidents.

Editor Constitution: Answering Wilbur Norris’ 
quéry in Tugsday’s (20th) issue of The Constitu- 
tion, inquiring about the origin of the name 
Atlanta: From the best information obtainable, 
the name of the early settlement of our capital 
metropolis was first known as “Standing Peach- 
tree,” later became Marthasville (after the daugh- 
ter of Governor Lumpkin) and when it began to 
be a railroad center, the name was changed to 
Terminus (being the terminus of the two rail 
It was slightly later 
that the name Atalanta was suggested. This 
name, of course, was the character in Greek 
mythology, the great runner who could outstrip 
all others, and how well the city has justified 
the name. Atalanta being rather hard of pro- 
nouncement and uneuphonious, the “a” was 
dropped, and it became Atlanta. 


Some have incorrectly attributed the name to 
Atlantis, the name of an island that tradition says 
disappeared in the Atlantic Ocean (Plato) but 
this is incorrect

Unit System and Courts 


Editor Constitution: In reply to Professor 
Saye’s letter published Saturday morning in 
which he insists that the county unit law is not 
a proper question for the courts, I would like to 
ask him just what is;a- political question. When 
the courts throw out a case om the ground that 
it is political, there is usually a remedy through 
the legislature or at the ballot box. Is the intelli- 
gent professor of political science so naive as to 
believe there is such a remedy in Georgia: where 
the House and Senate are so thoroughly gerry- 
mandered in favor of the small counties? Just 
what happened to the Nightingale bill offered at 
the recent €e.sion of the legislature? The answer 
is nothing. 

Judge Andrews’ dissenting opinion in the re- 
cent case shows there are plenty of precedents 
to draw upon, particularly Nixon vs. Herndon 
where a white primary law was held invalid by 
the Supreme Court on the ground of discrimina- 
tion. Colegrove vs. Green does not govern in 
this case as very extreme action was called for 
there. In the present case a simple remedy is 
asked for and it seems to be within the power 
of the courts to grant it.

As a Baby Sitter—Can You Pass This Test?

LIS—It seems a baby sitter is—or should 


be—something more than a watchdog to see that the house 


doesn’t burn down. 


“A baby sitter,” says the In- 
fliana State Board of Health, “is 
mother. nurse, maid, cook and 
playground supervisor, all rolled 
into one.” 


The bealth officials admit 
that’s quite an order, but they 


The manual gives explicit di- 
rections for bathing babies, how 
to make toys out of clothes pins, 
oatmeal boxes, cardboard, yarn, 
spools and peanuts. 

Babies, the manual says, fike 
peek-a-boo, pleasant voices and 
dangling objects.

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three years old, children like to 
carry, dump, pick up and dump 
again. From four to six, they 
begin to like to take part in en- 
tertainment, with simple respon- 
sibilities of their own. 

From seven to 10, children 
may get more out of doing some- 
thing the sitter pretends she 
doesn’t know how to do. 

The idea sitter of “Sitting 
Pretty” would be loaded down 
with all sorts of paraphernalia— 
a sackful of spools, string and 


paper te make improvised toys, 
a -firstaid kit; story beoks, 
rhythm records and maybe a 
book of verse and a notebook. 
That notebeok is supposed to 
be for essential information for 
any sitter.

@n the other hand, egg is a good 
source of vitamin A, thiamine 
(B1), riboflavin (B2), vitamin D, 
and contains some vitamin C, vi- 
tamin E, and vitamin K. The vi- 
tamins are more or less reduced 
or destroyed by cooking. So it 
is nearer the truth to say that 
egg white cannot be COM- 
PLETELY digested raw as it can 
cooked as you prefer. Incjden- 
tally, an invalid may be able to 
drink raw eggs when eating 
cooked eggs is too difficult.

says. “Retail sales offered every 
prospect of continuing at Satis- 
factory levels for some months.” 

At the same time, the report 
Says, prices of agricultural pro- 
ducts in the District are generally 
lower and production costs higher, 
but “at the beginning of 1950 the 
outlook for District agriculture was 
not too unfavorable. ...

ROAST IT THE MODERN WAY 


When you cook the roast, do it 
the easiest way! Set the oven 
regulator at 325 degrees (a slow 
oven) and place the leg of lamb 
on a rack in an open roaster, 
with the skin side down, the cut 
It’s not necessary 
to flour the roast; just rub the 
surface with salt and pepper. 
Of course, you never add any 
water, or cover the pan. 


If you’re lucky enough to have 
a meat thermometer, insert it 
carefully into the meat, so that 
the bulb reaches the center of 
the largest muscle and does not 
rest on fat or bone. It should 
be fnserted before the meat goes 
into the oven, and will register 
182 degrees when the. roast is 
done. If you do not have a meat 
thermometer, allow about 30 to 
35 minutes per pound for roast- 
ing a whole leg of lamb. 


TIPS ON SERVING 


If you let the roast stand for 
about 30 minutes in a warm 
place, after removing from the 
oven, the meat will be easier to 
carve. Be careful, however, not 
to let the meat cool. Lamb 
should always be served hot or 
cold, never lukewarm! 

Mint-flavored fruit is a de- 
lightful accompaniment to serve 
with roast lamb, and makes an 
attractive garnish, as well. An 
easy way to prepare the Mint 
Glazed Pears, suggested in to- 
day’s picture, is to dip canned 
pear halves (drained) into green 
mint jelly which has been melt- 
ed over hot water. Let the pears 
stand in the refrigerator to “set” 
the jelly coating. These may 
be made the day before, to save 
you time on Easter Day.

We have had many calls re- 
cently about how to prepare 
such a dish so here are two fa- 
vorite recipes. One for a whole 
fish to serve six to eight people. 
The other recipe for stuffed fish 
fillets, any ideal service for the 
smaller family. 

A basic savory stuffing used 
alone’ or varied by the addition 
of mushrooms or additional cel- 
ery is excellent for whole fish, 
such as’ red snapper or sea bass. 
It will absorb the rich fish juices 
during baking. 


BASIC FISH STUFFING 
“4 cup butter 

2 cups soft brea’ crumbs 

2 teaspooons minced parsiey 

2 teaspoons minced onion 
‘a cup chopped celery 

2 tablespoons iemon juice 
'» teaspoon salt 
'4 teaspoon pepper 

1 teaspoon sage 

Melt butter and add £ to 
crumbs. Add remaining ingredi- 
ents. Mix thoroughly. Add a 
light sprinkling of water if 
dressing is too dry. Vary with 
the addition of one cup of 
chopped mushrooms or increase 
celery to one cup. 

Stuff cleaned and dressed fish 
loosely as stuffing will expand 
during cooking. Close openings 
with skewers or sew edges to- 
gether with string. . Place fish 
on greased rack in a shallow 
baking pan. Bake in moderate 
oven, 350-375 degrees, 10 min- 
utes per pound for fish under 
four pounds. Increase cooking 
time five minutes per pound for 
larger fish.

1 pound fillet of flounder or trout

Cabbage Comes Vegetable Rarebit 


To Market: 
Serve It Now! 


Choose a hard head to get 
your money’s worth—when it’s 
cabbage you’re buying. That’s a 
suggestion from marketing spec- 
ialists of the U. S. Department 
of Agriculture. 

There’ll be plenty of cabbage 
to choose from the next few 
weeks. Harvesting dates in 
South Carolina, Louisiana, Geor- 
gia, and Mississippi will prob- 
ably overlap and when that hap- 
pens, markets get’a heavier than 
usual supply of cabbage. Even 
if adverse weather, or other fac- 
tors retard the cabbage, the 
bunched marketing dates mean 
cabbage usually will not be as 
hard as heads from the late 
crop. By weight, select heads 
fairly heavy for size. 

Nutritionally, capbage is an 
excellent source of vitamin C. 
On the Basié Seven food ‘chart, 
it’s listed in the “C” class with 
citrus fruits and tomatoes. Cab- 
bage also has some iron and 
calcium but in smaller quanti- 
ties than the dark green leafy 
vegetables. 

For a traditional dish, try 
corned beef and cabbage. This 
recipe from the Bureau of Hu- 
man Nutrition and Home Eco- 
nomics will make four servings: 

PANNED CORNED BEEF 
AND CABBAGE 

4 tablespoons fat 

1 quart shredded cabbage 

2 cups chopped cooked corned beef 

Sait, pepper, vinegar 

Melt fat in a frying pan. Add 
the cabbage and corned beef. 
Cover tightly. Cook until cab- 
bage is tender—5 to 10 minutes 
—stirring occasionally to pre- 
vent sticking. Season to taste 
with salt, pepper and vinegar. 
For variety try 2 cups of chop- 
ped cooked ham instead of the 
corned beef. 


Knives with wooden handles 
should be washed carefully and 
never allowed to soak.
